LIVELY CONVENTION OE REPUB­

States Comnflissioner of Education P. 
P. Claxton, for the purpose of setting 
forth the conditions in Oklahoma and 
asking his opinion. Early in the con­ 
versation he interrupted me with the 
statement: “Yes I know pretty well 
the situation in Oklahoma. Your gov­ 
ernor addressed a letter to me, set­ 
ting forth the conditions and asking 
my opinion. 9 replied to him very 
positively and emphatically that the 
Normal schools should not be disturb­ 
ed, but that the six already establish­ 
ed should be continued and liberally 
supported, and that in the very near 
future the legislature should be called 
upon to establish six mtye. You will 
probably need in Oklahoma 1500 to 
2000 new teachers each year, and the 
state cannot fail to provide adequate 
training tor these teachers, and ex­ 
pect returns from the state’s invest­ 
ment ot something over six million 
dollars per year in public education. 
I he fact is that the productive value 
of this immense expenditure of mon­ 
ey depends entirely upon 
the 
effi­ 
ciency of the work 
of 
the Normal 
schools. The legislature has no right 
to say to one district that it may have 
a teacher with expert training for 
her work and to another district that 
it shall 
employ 
an 
inexperienced 
teacher without expert training to ex­ 
periment with the youth of the state. 
Tennessee today is building three new 
Normal schools. While I was still in 
that state I was told 
that 
for 
the 
present three new 
ones
